Lespedeza Has Trio 
Of Values As Crop 


AUBURN, Ala.—Experiences of 
farmers throughout Alabama _in- 
dicate that lespedeza is a much 
more valuable crop than it is ap- 
preciated. It is splendid for pas- 
ture, is very effective in improving 
the soil, and, under favorable con- 
ditions, it makes sufficient growth 
for satisfactory yields of excellent 
hay. As a hay crop it is limited 
largely to the lower lands in North 
Alabama. 

Lespedeza, however, grows on 
practically all the soils of this 
State. It is a basie plant in pas- 
tures, It is..a legume which fur- 
nishes good grazing from. late 
spring to late fall. Since it is, a 
legume it is excellent for improy- 
ing land. If given time it will do 
a great deal in restoring the fer- 
tility to mistreated and neglected 
soil. 

The best varieties for Alabama, 
according to J. C. Lowery, of the 
extension service of Auburn, are 
the common varieties and Kobe. 
tt is well to consult county agents 
who are familiar with the best va- 
riety for their respective counties, 


Lespedeza should ve planted in| State of Al 


late winter or early spring—Ileb- 
ruary and March. Broadcast the 
seed at the rate of one bushel (25 
pounds) per acre and cover 


A weeder is a splendid imple 
to use, 

Basie slag is a good fertilizer 
for lespedeza. 
200 pounds per acre will produce 
excellent results on most soils of 
Alabama. ‘To control weeds lespe- 
deza should be-clipped in June or 
July with a mower. 


Corn Variety Is 
Important Factor 


AUBURN, Ala.—The yariety of 
corn which a farmer plants in the 
spring is a big factor in determin- 
ing the size of yield in the fall, 
as shown by experiments conduct- 
ed under the direction of H. B. 
Tisdale and John T. Williamson of 
the Alabama Experiment Station 
staff. Some of the leading vari- 
eties produced twice as much as 
the poorest, ; 

There are good varieties of corn 
for each section of Alabama and 
a little money spent for seed of 
these varieties is a wise expendi- 
ture, The five leading varieties of 
corn with yield in bushels of grain 
per acre are given for the differ- 
ent section of Alabama, as follows: 

North Alabama: Whatley (Hud- 
son), 37.9; Hastings, 37.8; Douthit, 
37.0; Mosby (Graham), 36.5; In- 
dian Chief (yellow), 36.5, 

Central Alabama: Mosby (Gra- 
ham), 26.5; Indian Chief (yellow), 
25.0; Whatley (Hudson), 24.8; 
Hastings, 24.6; Mosby (Delta), 
24,1, 

South Alabama: Whatley (Hud- 
son), 33.7; Whatley (Whatley 
Bros.), 33.8; Douthit, 32.4; Hast- 
ings, 31.1; Pee Dee No. 5, 30.1. 

These figures are results of va- 
riety experiments conducted dur- 
ing the last three years at Alexan- 
dria, Crossville, Belle Mina, La- 
Fayette, Aliceville, Headland and 
Brewton. 

To be sure that they get good 
seed of the desired variety farmers 
are advised to consult their coun- 
ty agents, not forgetting the fact 
that it is exceedingly unwise to 
plant corn without knowing that 
it is one of the leading varieties 
in the county where it is planted.

A number of resolutions were 
offered and passed unanimously 
which will bring about changes in 
the management of the county af- 
fairs, A request will be made to 
the State Wxaminer of Accounts 
for an audit of the county finances, 
so that the present board of com- 
missioners may know the exact fi- 
nancial status of the county, 

All road work with tractors and 
road machinery and the mule crew 
has been ordered stopped effee- 
tive Wednesday, February 15th, 
and the services of the Road Super- 
visor have also been dispensed 
with. In the resolution passed by 
the court ‘Tuesday no definite time 
limit was placed on the shut-down 
of this work, but it is understood 
that within the next few weekg the 
work will be resumed on altogeth- 
er different methods. These plans 
have not yet been made public. 

A resolution wag also passed 
changing the method of purchasing 
supplies and equipment for the 
road machinery and erews and fix- 
ing a limit tS these purchases 
without an order from the court. 
It is understood that other meas- 
ures affecting the county govern- 
ment are contemplated by the court 
to the end that strict economy be 
practiced in every department. 

We are publishing below the 
full text of the resolutions passed 
Tuesday. The court was in ses- 
sion again Wednesday, but at the 
time of going to press it was not 
possible to get any further details 
of theiy transactions, Here are 
the resolutions passed Tuesday:

RESOLUTION NO. 1 

Whereas, by resolution of the 
Commissioners Court of Coffee 
County, heretofore passed and 
adopted, blanket authority was 
given and extended to the Probate 
Judge of Coffee County to pay, 
or draw warrants on the County 
Treasury payable to, among oth- 
ers, the following employees of the 
County: 

Road Tractor drivers. Road ma- 
chinery operators. (Which said 
employees were authorized to be 
paid, or to be given warrants 
drawn by the Probate Judge on 
the County Treasury, on the first 
of each month.)

And Whereas, by the said reso- 
lution extending and giving blan- 
ket authority to the Probate Judge 
to pay said employees of County, 
as aforesaid, it was provided that 
said Probate Judge was authorized 
to draw warrants on the County 
Treasury to pay said above named 
employees without referring the 
same to the County Commissioners 
Court, or to any County Commis- 
sioner. 

And Whereas, it is the judgment

Under Auspices Of R. F. C. 


This week sées the beginning of | 
three women’s work projects in 
Coffee County, The Reconstruction 
hinance Corporation which is fune 
tioning in the county under the 
supervision of the Social Service 
Division of the Child Welfare De- 
partment has already made it pos- 
sible for over fifteen hundred un- 
employed men to secure work, 
Some of its activities are now be- 
ing turned in the direction of wom- 
en's work, 

A Woman's Exchange has been 
set up in the three larger incorpo- 
rated towns of the county. The 
one jin Enterprise 's under the su- 
pervision of Mrs, Frances Clark, 
director, and Mrs. Johnnie Wright, 


assistant director, Elba’s exchange 
is directed by Mrs. George Lind- 
sey, with Mrs, Hazel Jackson as 
sisting, In New Brockton Mrs, W, 
H. Ward ‘heads the work, assisted 
by Mrs, MeKinnon, 

The women in each community 
who are in need of work make 
application at the exchange, stat- 
ing the nature of work desired and 
the kind of pay they need. The 
housekeepers of the towns are co 
operating by supplying the jobs, 
These jobs are paid for in food, 
clothing or money, as the employers 
desire. The exchange directors 
match needs with suitable jobs and 
supplies. 

The county Social Service De- 
partment investigates all employees 
before they are sent on assign- 
ments. The housekeeps are safe- 
guarded from shoddy work by a 
constant check by the office thru 
phone and personal calls, 

These exchanges are only the 
first women’s work projects to be 
undertaken.

We certainly have been having 
good things to eat at our house. 
We have a community plan for 
getting our meat, There are four 
of us in our club, and one of us 
kills a hog each week and it is di- 
vided out among the four of us. 
This gives us fresh pork all the 
time. We also dress a nice yearl- 
ing about once each month and 
divide the meat equally, We have 
good fresh meat all the time, and 
no money expense at all. If you 
have not tried this plan I’d suggest 
that you do so at once. It works 
fine if you have good neighbors. 
Our plan gives us a ham one week 
and a shoulder the next. We use 
the same plan with our beef, and 
every one gets a square deal. I'll 
tell you how to save your beef 
without expense. Dry the meat 
thoroughly and hang the whole 
quarter up in the smoke house. 
Take some fresh corn meal and 
rub it all over the meat so that 
every spot will be covered and 
then slip a mealy meal sack up 
over it and tie tightly. When you 
cut off some meat, rub the fresh 
cut with meal, and it will keep 
nicely. If you doubt this plan try 
it and you will be convinced. 

* * * 
The old settlers believed in start- 
ing their planting on February 14. 
They planted sugar cane, bedded 
sweet potatoes, and some of them 
planted corn. I doubt the wisdom 
of planting so early, but I do be- 
lieve that we should get things 
ready by this time and then go 
according to the weather. It is 
now time to prepare your sweet 
potato bed, and I wish to give you 
my plan of doing so. Select the 
size and shape potato you wish to 
grow, and put them in a long nar- 
row bed. Select a place where 
potatoes have not been bedded or 
killed, prepare the soil well and 
cover the -potatoes-with natural 
soil about three inches deep. ~ In 
this way you will get a good 
healthy slip, but it will not be ear- 
ly. This is the easiest and simpl- 
est way to grow them if you do 
not care to have them early. This 
should be done as soon after Feb- 
ruary 14th as the weather will per- 
mit. Do not bed your potatoes 
until spring weather makes its ap- 
pearance. I'll tell you in the next 
paragraph how to prepare hot 
beds. 
* * * 

A hot bed for sweet potatoes 
can be had with no expense and 
very little extra work. Those who 
like a hot bed that is heated with 
fire can have them, but as for me 
I'd rather have one that does not 
require so much attention, Dig a 
trench about three feet wide and 
eighteen inches deep, making it as 
long as your needs will require. 
Fill this trench 12 inches deep 
with peanut hay, peanut hulls, barn 
lot fertilizer and the like, and 
pack it good and tight. Put in 4 
inches of good, clean soil, spread 
your potatoes in this and cover 
three inches deep. Then put all 
hands at job of watering this bed 
thoroughly, and keep it well water- 
er. In a very short time you can 
tell by putting your hand down 
in the bed that it is getting warm. 
In a few weeks you will have a 
bed covered with slips. You can- 
not get too much litter in the bed, 
so pack it tight and pile it in. Five 
bales of hay will make you all the 
slips you want. This same bed can 
be used for tomatoes, vegetable 
eggs and things of this kind. Of 
course, it will be necessary to have 
a cover if you have frost before 
the plants are removed. Early sweet 
potatoes make the most and sell 
the best, so I say we should all 
have a hot bed.

Most counties in this see- 
tion are asking for this relief and 
we need it, but if the privilege is 
abused We shall suffer in the fu- 
ture if the aid is discontinued be- 
fore the depression is broken. May 
We accept this help from our Gov-

Enrollment In Elba Schools 
Is Eighty Per Cent Normal

In & month replete with notable 
birthdays and anniversaries, Feb 
ruary 22 stands out in the minds 
of Americans as the date of great 
est significance, the birthday of 
George Washington,

not far from where the white boy 
was killed. But he was also dead, 
with indications that he gave his 
life in common battle with the 
white lad’s murderers. 

.Now suppose that the two boys 
hi ad separated before the white boy 
was killed. And suppose the mob 
had captured the negro lad, whose 
sightless eye would have identified 
him beyond question. There would 
have been just one more lynching 
of a negro, despite his pleadings 
and protestations of innocence. 

This should be a lesson for any 
who may be tempted to take part 
in mob murder, 


UNFAIR COMPETITION 


In a recent address Representa- 
tive Joseph B, Shannon of Mis- 
souri, chairman of the House com- 
mittee to investigate governmental 
competition with private enter- 
prise, declared: 

“The government, which pays no 
taxes, no insurance, and which 
takes no account of many other 
items of undispensable overhead 
which private enterprise must pay, 
is able unfairly to undersell the 
enterprises of its taxpaying citi- 
zens, This, the committee held, 
constitutes unfair competition.” 

Mr. Shannon cited many specific 
instances of war-time bureaus 
which still exist, although the war 
has been over for 14 years. He 
charged that in many cages the 
chief activities of these agencies 
were in connection with the opera- 
tion of business enterprices in 
competition with local merchants 
and others. 

This condition exists especially 
at Army and Navy posts, where 
government stores and restaurants 
not only serve persons in the mili- 
tary service, but through the abuse 
of lawful privileges serve a large 
portion of the general public to 
the detriment of taxpaying busi- 
ness men. 

“The conditions which have been 
revealed to this committee of the 
House of Representatives of which 
I am chairman are almost unbe- 
lievable,” said Mr. Shannon. 

It is an indisputable fact that 
the gradual encroachments of the 
government in the field of -busi- 
ness have made conditions more 
difficult for thousands of small 
merchants who pay taxes and oth- 
erwise contribute to the support of 
civic enterprises. 

The finding of Mr. Shannon’s 
committee should lay the founda- 
tion for action to abolish these 
abuses.

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BAN ON BILLBOARDS 


Drastic action against the bill 
board nuisance is Del from 
the province of Ontario, Canada, 
Where strict regulations are being 
enforeed in pursuance of a recent 
ly enacted law lt is said that 
existing billboards are being re 
moved at the rate of about 100 a 
Ww ook, 

The Ontario law prohibits the 
erection of billboards on the pub 
lic highways, and even forbids the 
painting of adve rising on barns or 
other buldings near the roadside, 
Signs erected by a person on his 
own property are restricted in size 
and are subject to a wa No bill 
boards may be erected at turns in 
the road, and old, unsig vhtly signs 
must be cleaned up or removed, 

Enforeement of the new reg 
lations has already made a marked 
improvement im the appearance of 
the countryside, and the absence of 
billboards will tend to reduce the 
number of traffic accidents, it is 
believed, Regulations similar to 
those established in Ontario are be- 
ing adopted in other Canadian 
provinees and might well be ex-

FOLKLORE IN OUR OWN COM- 
MUNITY 


Folklore is the traditions, beliefs 
and customs of the common peo- 
ple. Tradition has to do with the 
stories, beliefs and usages handed 
down, especially in unwritten form, 

Elba people are more English 
than any other nationality. The 
old people used to celebrate May 
Day, which is distinctly an English 
custom, 

Most of our tradition is that of 
the Southerner. We are proud of 
our heritage, of our old planta- 
tions, and of our old slaves. Then 
of the part our community took 
in the War Between the States. 
Even until recent years we have 
celebrated Memorial Day and have 
been careful that our children un- 
derstood that our men of the Civil 
War were heroes and not rebels. 
The children have been taught, as 
they should be, to love, honor and 
reverence our Confederate dead. 

Some tales of Indian massacres 
have been handed down to us. My 
mother tells of an uncle of hers 
who found a white family that had 
been killed by the Indians while 
they were at their cow-pen. There 
were some signs of life in the baby 
girl who survived. The uncle took 
the baby to a family who adopted 
her and when my mother last saw 
her, she was the mother of a large 
family. 

There is also the tale of an early 
settler who arose early one morn- 
ing and built a fire in the wide 
fireplace an hour or so before day. 
He heard a strange noise, and up- 
on looking around, saw a wild eat 
in the act of snatching the baby 
from his wife’s arms and carrying 
it off through the open window. 
He quickly used the poker on the 
eat and saved the child. 

Since tradition and history are 
so closely allied it may be timely 
to review ours to some extent. 

Coffee County was created by 
the legislature on Decembey 29, 
1841, out of the western portion 
of Dale County, which was Creek | 
Indian territory. It bears the none | 
ored name of Gen. John Coffee of 
Lauderdale County, a gallant sol- 
dier of the War of 1812-14, and 
a distinguished early settler of the 
State. He was General Jackson’s 
close friend and commanded the 
Americans in the battle of Tallase- 
hatchee, November 1813, 

Commissioners Britton T, Atkin- 
son, James Ulaxton, Thomas Cole. 
John B. Cruise and Amos Wiggins 
were named to select a seat of 
justice. As soon ag selected, the 
commissioners were required to 
have the town surveyed and laid 
off into convenient lots, suitable 
for a courthouse town. 

The beginning of the town of 
Elba was the establisnment of a 
ferry on Pea River by one McLane, 
who is supposed to have entered 
the land in the early forties. Elba 
was the United States land office 
for the district until the Civil War 
began. McLane sold out to a man 
named Weeks, who, in turn, sold 
to J. B. Simmons and Judge Yel- 
verton, Mr. Simmons opened the 
first store in which the first post 
office was established. Mr. Sim- 
mons is said to have suggested 
Elba as the name of the new town 
for the isle to which Napoleon had 
so recently been banished. How- 
ever, the post office was first call- 
ed Bentonville, 

The first courthouse in Coffee 
County was destroyed by fire in 
1851. Then the towns of Wel- 
born, Indigo Head and Elba com- 
peted for the place. The town re- 
ceiving the majority of votes was 
to be the county seat, provided the 
citizens of the town should build a 
good substantial courthouse and 
jail free of charge to the county. 
Elba was chosen. It was incorpo- 
rated in the early nineties,

Battle Branch, between Elba and 
Samson, that the fight between the 
deserteers under Ward and associ- 
ates who had come in and burned 
the bridge, took place, The towns- 
people, bravely led by Capt, Payne, 
broke the power of the raiders, 
bringing back one captive who was 
placeed under the guard of Frank 
Bullard, whom most of you re- 
member. 
At this battle ine following citi 
zens were killed: Tom Larkins, 
Robert I, Brooks, W. F. Beard and 
Mick Carmichael. 

It is said that Ward, the raiders’ 
leader, who escaped, told the story 
of the battle in song. It began: 
“We came to Elba to burn the 
town. They were all asleep but 
one old negro, Who ran around 
and woke them up.” 

The song continued to recount 
how he went to tell his wife end 
children good-bye and his old gray- 
haired mother, for, of course, he 
had to leave the country after his 
men were killed. 

We Elbians are proud of our 
history and tradition, but we hope 
we are not sitting back on it but 
are living and progressing with the 
times, that we are making history 
and are not content with that which 
is already made.

Attempted Assassination Or 
President - Elect Roosevelt 


MIAMI, Fla., Feb, 16.—A gun- 
man who “hates” all government 
tried to assassinate President-elect 
Roosevelt last night, and failed as 
five shots struck five persons, in- 
cluding Mayor Cermak of Chicago, 
but the President-elect was un 
harmed, 

With a ,82 caliber pistol, Gui- 
seppe Zangara, a native of Italy, 
shot wildly into the crowd about 
the automobile of Roosevelt as the 
next President had concluded a 
brief speech. Cermak, standing 
behind the automobile, was struck 
in the abdomen, 

Others wounded were; Mrs. Jue 
Gill of Miami, wife of the presi- 
dent of the Florida Power & Light 
Co., struck in the abdomen; 

Miss Margaret Kruis of Newark, 
wounded in the hand; 

William Sinnot, a New York po- 
liceman, wounded in the head; 

Russell Caldwell of Miami, 
struck in the head, I 

Cermak was given a_ fifty-fifty 
chance of recovery. 

Mrs. Gill’s condition took a 
turn for the worse today and was 
described as “most critical.” 

The others were believed to be 
out of danger, 

Asked if he intended to kill 
Roosevelt, the police said the as- 
sassin replied, “Yes, I’m sorry if 
1 didn’t. I would kill all pesi- 
dents and all officers. I like Roose- 
velt. personally, but I don’t like 
presidents.” . 

With solemn intent, Roosevelt 
called at the hospital today and 
said goodbye to the five victims of 
the assassin. Then he left by train 
for New York.

ROOSEVELT ASSASSIN 
GIVEN 80 YEARS 

MIAMI, Fla, Feb. 20.—Gui- 
seppe Zangara today was sentenc- 
ed to 80 years in prisen for his 
attack February 15 on President 
elect Roosevelt, Miss Margaret 
Kruis of Newark, N. J.; Russell 
Caldwell of Coconut Grove, Fla., 
and William Sinnot, New York po- 
liceman, 

He was sentenced to 20 years 
on each of the four charges which 
were attempts to murder, getting 
the maximum sentence in each 
case, 

Zangara may yet be tried for 
murder, His pleas today did not 
cover the cases of Mayor Anton 
Cermak of Chicago and Mrs, Joe 
H. Gill of Miami, who are fighting 
for their lives in a hospital here. 


After the sentence was pro- 
nounced, Zangara said: 

“Judge, how much you give 
me?” 


Zangara held up his fingers—- 
eight of them. 

“Yes,”’ said the judge. 

“Oh, judge, don’t be stingy. Four 
times 20 is 80. Give me a 100 
years,” 


He laughed as he was hastily 
led from the court room by two 
deputies. 

Immediately after pleading guil- 
ty, Zangara told Judge Collins in 
his own words his story of that 
night. : 

“T decided to kill him and make 
him suffer. I want to make it 
50-50. Since my stomach hurt I 
get even with capitalist by kill the 
president. My stomach hnrt long 
time.” 

“Don’t you want to live?” the | 
judge asked. 

Zangara shrugged his shoulders, 

“T no care. I seek all time. I 
just think maybe cops kill me if I 
kill president. Somebody hit my 
arm when f try it.” 

_Zangara'told the judge that he 
is 83 years of agé, a native of 
Italy and had been in the United 
States nearly 10 years. He said he 
had never been in jail before. 

‘Did you know what you were 
doing the night you shot at the 
president?” he was asked. “Sure 
[ know. I gonna kill president.” 

“T take picture of the president 


standing in Bay Front Park, and 
had sat down when the shooting 
started. 

It was said the prisoner spoke 
with a very decided foreign accent. 
Mr. Roosevelt at the hospital went 
to the bed of each of the victims 
hefore returning to the yacht. 

* The shooting turned: a day of 
happiness for Roosevelt into one 
of tragedy, 

Only three hours before, he had 

cruised into port here, tanned and 
jovial from his fishing cruise. , 
“While deeply moved by the in- 
cident, he was unruffled. He show- 
ed no excitement as his car was 
sped away from the scene. . Mayor 
Germak was standing “near the 
Roosevelt car and was the first to 
be hit. 

Gore said he heard the shooter 
exclaim as he was overpowered, 
“Well, I got Cermak.” 

The incident occurred about 9:45 
p.m. The Roosevelt train was due 
to leave at 10 p.m, 

'The shooter was short and of 
stocky build, with curly black hair. 

This is-the first time a President 
of the United States has been fired 
upon since Theodore Roosevelt,: 
who was shot and slightly wound- 
ed at Milwaukee in 1906,
